Alderman Alley explained the report 
of the committee that order to lease 
playground on Church street ought no* 
to pass, saying that the lot was so 
sm^ll and surrounded by houses that 
the committee were unanimous, and 
the order was rejectedi Alderman 
Murphy explained the ordinance re- 
pealing the ordinance relative to com- 
pensation to be paid clerks and suu- 
ordinates and City Solicitor Slocum 
Baid that the present ordinance con- 
flicted with the provisions of the city 
charter, and the ordinance was then 
adopted. 

A proposed change in the regula- 
tions governing Junk collectors was 
brought up, Alderman Cox asking for 
immediate action. This was opposed 
by Alderman Murphy and others and 
action^ postponed until the next meet- 
ing. 

Alderman Blanchard created some 
mild excitement by asking for the ap- 
pointment of a select commitee of 
three to confer with the officials of 
the M. & B. St. Railway Co. in an ef- 
fort to reduce fares on the crosstown 
lineB from 6 to 6 cents. Alderman 
Richardson queried as to the powers 
of this committee and hinted that he 
wanted better service as well as the 
lower rate of fare. 

Alderman Cox, speaking as a “citi- 
zen,” and not as general manager of 
the street railway company, said that 
the city government has no power to 
regulate fares, that being wholly with- 
in the jurisdiction of the Railroad 
Commission. The matter of fare is 
simply one of finances, and when the 
company can afford to reduce the faro 
to five cents it will be pleased to do 
bo. but in Mr. Cox’s opinion that time 
was a great many years oflf, and he 
predicted an increase rather than a de- 
crease in the unit of fare. AIderma;i 
Blanchard said that Ward 2 was a 
special sufferer from the 8 cent fare, 
and this order was introduced to see If 
a conference wouldn’t help matters. 
The order was then adopted, Aldermen 
Blanchard, Sullivan and Murphy being 
later appointed on the committee. 

The board adjourned at 8.56 P. M.

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WOMEN’S CLUBS

ANNUAL MEETING OF T1IE .MASSA- 
CHUSETTS STATE FEDERATION 
OF WOMEN’S CLUBS. 

On Wednesday, May ( 28. the second 
time within a week, ihe auditorium of 
the South Congregational Church, Bos 
too. was filled to overflowing for the 
annual meeting of a women’s organi- 
zation, this time for the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs 

The session was called to order by 
the president, Mrs. Henry Coolidge 
Mulligan, who presented Mrs. May 
Aiden Ward, president of the New Eng- 
land Women's Club, the hostess of the 
occasion. Mrs. Ward gracefully wel- 
comed her gueBts, and Mrs. Mulligan 
in her response referred in fitting 
words to the great man who had oc- 
cupied that pulpit for so many years. 

Then followed the reports of the of- 
ficers. The treasurer announced that 
the former Bazaar Fund has been done 
away, and in its place a Permanent 
Fund amounting to $4,500 haB been 
created, from which only the interest 
can be used. The convention ratified 
the action of the Executive Board in 
creating this Permanent Fund. 

The special committees, Badge, 
Meetings, Press, Endowment and 
Settlement Work, presented their re- 
ports. At the time of reporting the 
chairman of Endowment had received 
$5,448.80, a little more than half the 
amount apportioned to Massachusetts, 
and one-sixth of all that has been con- 
tributed. A suggestion from the floor 
resulted in $205 being added, a large 
part of it coming from individual 
pledges of $1. A report of the council 
meeting given by Mrs. George W. Per- 
kins, and of the American Peace Con- 
gress by Mrs. Fannie Fern Andrews, 
concluded the morning session. 

At two o’clock the delegates reas- 
sembled and the reports of the de- 
partments of work were begun, Mrs. 
John T. Tabor speaking for Civil Ser- 
vice Reform, Mrs. Clarence W. Clark 
for the Industrial and Social Condi- 
tions, and MIbb Maud Folts for Civics. 

A delightful musical program given 
by Miss ABunta Michelin. soprano; Mr. 
I^ouis Schalk, baritone, and Miss 
Gladys Alma Cooper, accompanist, 
made a pleasing introduction to the 
twenty-first anniversary exercises. 
Mrs. May Aiden Ward spoke upon 
“The Beginnings of the Federation.” In 
« happy way Bhe referred to Dr. 
Holmes’s statement that If you are to 
understand a person you must begin 
with his ancestors, and proceeded to 
trace the Federation back to its an- 
cestor, the New England Women’s 
Club, which was organized forty-five 
years ago, and was the first to adopt 
the name ‘'Club.” At its twenty-fifth 
anniversary came the suggestion to 
bring together the clubs of the State 
to form a union, ftr January, 1893, 
twenty-two clubs formed the Union of 
Women's Clubs. At the first annual 
meeting the name was changed to 
Federation. In a graceful tribute to 
the memory of Julia Ward Howe, the 
speaker said that Mrs. Howe put much 
time, thought and the best of herself 
into these early years and that the 
Federation owes a debt of gratitude to 
'hose who sowed the seed. 

MIbb O. M. E. Rowe, another former 
president, spoke of the “Early Feder- 
ation Ideals,” tracing the growth from 
the study of literature, history and art 
to the great social service organization 
which it is today. Among the things 
Instituted during her administration 
were the social service committee, the 
work for education, stamp savings, arts 
and crafts, ihe New England Confer- 
ence of 1901, the Civil Service Reform 
committee, a Federation Song Book, 
und the Presidents’ Conference. “I 
congratulate you on the past, but I 
congratulate you more on the future. 
The future is mine.'" 

MIbb Helen A. Whittier's subject 
was "Twenty Years of Retrospect.” 
She traced the Journey of the federa- 
tion at first on the stage-coach, "but 
now on the Twentieth Century Filer — 
always with the same aspiration ‘to 
hitch our wagon to a Btar.'"

the problems of our times," to charac- ; 
terlze our undertaking. 

The purpose of the committee la to 
emphasize and Illustrate the Interpre- 
tative power of contemporary letters 
(whether good or bad from the classl- , 
cal standpoint) believing with Henry . 
Morley that "literature is an express- 
ion of life,” and that we have need 
now, aB never before, to understand 
adequately and Instantly the civiliza- 
tion in which we are living. 

The chairman Is receiving from day 
to day requests from clubs to help ar- 
range study courses and furniBh biblio- 
graphies. 

These opportunities for individual 
service are exactly what the commit 
tee desires. Let every club willing 
to accept our suggestions state the 
problem of modern life it desires in- 
terpreted, and an outline, suggestions 
and a bibliography will be promptly 
furnished. It is difficult to meet the 
requests for "low priced” lecturers in 
this field, so we recommend that 
"home talent” days undertake to sup- 
ply this deficiency. 

The committee heartily endorses 
the Drama League and has made every 
effort to extend the work so admir- 
ably projected by Mrs. Woodward, 
while also avoiding unnecessary 
duplication of effort. 

In June, 1912, the circular on Flub 
Co-operation was Issued to all the 
Federated Clubs of the State. The 
response to the circular lias been dis- 
appointing, only four clubs availing 
themselves of the plans therein of- 
fered. This failure to co-operate with 
the work of the Drama League does 
not, however, measure the interest In 
the drama that is shown by the clubs 
throughout the State, nor does it 
evince lack of sympathy with the aims 
of the league. 

There has been a noticeable increase 
in classes studying the drama, in lec- 
tures about plays and play writers, 
and in the production of plays. It is 
difficult to determine with any ac- 
curacy the effect of the League's ef- 
fect upon play going. But we believe 
there is an increasing feeling of obli- 
gation to uttend the plays bulletined 
Certainly this should be so, for such 
support 1 b the fundamental purpose of 
the Drama League. It is desired that 
every club Bhould secure at least one 
membership in the Drama League. 

Ill Library Extension there has been 
good work done by several clubs. 

Desiring the wisest co-operation be- 
tween the agencies working for the 
same cause, this committee has de- 
cided to harmonize Its Library Exten- 
sion work with that of the Massachu- 
setts Free Public Library Commission. 

The annual report of the officers 
and chairmen of the State Federation 
are ulso their aniiuul messages. The 
message of this particular committee 
has perhaps been already over em- 
phasized, but a firm belief in its elil- 
eaey permits one more Iteration. 
Modern life Is u contrivance of high 
efficiency, great mechanical perfec- 
tion. We view with intense interest 
the wonderful organization and Bpec- 
iallzution of our modern system of 
civilization, then there comes surging 
buck to dim our satisfaction, the 
monitory words of Kipling’s old en- 
gineer, his after! bought, following 
that song of splendid mechanical ap- 
preciation : — 

"What 1 ha seen since ocean steam be- 
gan 

Leaves me no doot for the machine; 

but whut about the man?” 

We need to know life more abund- 
antly, the men and women und chil- 
dren for whom we plan our greut sys- 
tems of amelioration. It is this ac- 
quaintance and iutliiiute appreciation 
that we can get from contemporary 
literature uuderstundingly read.

GOOD ADVISE TO BUSINESS MEN 

[interesting Address By Mr. L. D. Gibbs To 
Newton Business Men 


At the monthly meeting of the New- 
[ton Business Men's Association, held 
Monday evening at the Newton Free 
Library building, Mr. Louis I). Gibbs, 

I Superintendent of Advertising of the 
Edison Electric 111. Co. of Boston, 
gave an interesting address on tnetli- 1 
ods of improving business conditions, 
%Jr. Gibbs said In part: — 

Broadly speaking every suburban 
City is made up of three classes of 
people: Those who live in It because 
[they enjoy It as a place of residence 
and do business elsewhere; those who 
■ live in It and do business there because 
^they enjoy It as a place of residences 
and appreciate Its opportunities as a 

[ place in which to build up a business 
ind eatabliBh a reputation; and third, 
those who live there and do business 
there because they feel that they are 
etuck and can’t get out. 

It may be broadly stated that a ma- 
jority of the people who make up the 
flrBt class take but little Interest in 
[the growth and general welfare of 
[their city and town, they have money 
|and apparently are careleBB where 
hey spend It and. thoughtlessly, not 

I with any Idea of securing economical 
bargains, purchase a great portion of 
heir supplies out of town. In the city, 
fact, where they are doing business, 
minority of the first big class make 

t in effort, to do everything they can 
to build up .the city or town, work for 
Its interests, boost for it and try to 
patronize their local stores whenever 
.Dosslble. It Is from this minority that 
the local merchants get moat of their 
pusiness. They get a little scattering 
puslncBs from the larger portion of thtB 
first class, but nothing to speak of. 
They could not live and maintain their 
JestabliBbinents If it were not for the 
thoughtful, painstaking minority. 

The second ejase, those people who 
ire doing business in the town or city 
jecause they enjoy living there and 
jecause they are ambitious to build 
ip successful business and become 
■eal factors In the city life are the 
mes who make up such organizations 
is thlB Newton Business Men’s AbbocI- 
ition. Such men as you are the real 
'actorH in the city life. You make for 
ts development, for its steady pro- 
ireBB and for the establishment of its 
•eputatlon for wholesome govern- 
ment, fine institutions, Hmooth, well- 
ighted Btreets and in general for it^ 
ittractiveneBS. 

The third class include the chronic 

! ickers, the ne’er-do-wells, the people 
ho have to be carried along, as It 
ere, on the wave of advancement. I 
m not speaking about the poor and 
le laborers, who do not expect, and 
lonsequently do not have, a great deal 
|f influence In the city’s development, 
am referring more specifically to 

[ lie non-progresBlveB. The working 
len earn their way for the most part, 
’hey should not be discounted in their 
importance. They really help toward 
•rogress but these other people, mer- 
hants or whatever class they may 
■me under, are drags on the develop- 
ment. 

| Obviously there are, among many 
hers, two important lines of effort 
nd development along which you live 
embers of this Business Men’s Asso- 
ation can work. The first, and what 


seems to me the moat Important, Is to 
endeavor to eliminate these grouches, 
ne’er-do-wells and chronic kickers, 
those who are pessimists about every- 
thing and whom you will find almost 
anywhere in considerable numbers. 
NVo are sometimes inclined to think 
that these people are of no account, 
but as a matter of fact, they are a good 
deal of account — much more than we 
realize. They are real hindrances. 
They are not only useless but they 
have a bad Influence and are really 
the people to whom we can charge 
most of the things that are discredit- 
able and lead to backwardness devel- 
opment in any city or town. They may 
not be the ones who break windows, 
commit petty larceny, get boisterously 
drunk and break the peace, but It. 1 
their influence that makes that sort 
of thing possible. 

What can be done with these pessi- 
mists? They think life has dealt 
hardly with them; That they are han- 
dicapped while other men are advanced 
by the fortunes of luck. They look at 
thlngH In a haphazard way and think 
things are done that way everywhere. 
They have no faith in a consistent 
scheme of forward living; they seem 
almost beyond education and inspira- 
tion. 

What then can be done with them. 
It seems to me the only thing is to en- 
deavor to eliminate them. If they are 
In business they seem to stick in spite 
of their adverse- circumstances. They 
seem to prove exceptions to the rule 
of the survival of t.he fittest. It Beems 
then as though the best process of 
elimination Is by getting live men to 
take their places. Interest live, en- 
ergetic men to come into the city, buy 
the homes of these backward people, 
buy out their businesses— that is the 
only way it would seem that you can 
be freed of them. 

Of course, this brings in competition 
for some of you. but none of you need 
fear that — there is plenty of business 
— all It needs is the practice of up-to- 
date methods and constant effort to 
develop the business more and more 
rapidly. The coming of new men into 
your various lines of business cannot 
handicap you— you are growing. The 
stimulus of new blood will make you 
work better: make your business grow 
faster. These new. live men will bring 
In new, live ideas, new points of view 
and you can all profit by co-operative 
associations, like this one you have 
here. 

Such a plan as this seems to pro- 
vide for the growth of your business 
houses; where then are you going to 
get the business on which to grow? 

• Clearly, this business will come 
through steady increase in population, 
but your best and most profitable busi- 
ness men will come through getting 
the trade of more and more of those 
who now order outside of town. If 
you let these people know that you 
can serve them Just as well and just 
as cheaply rb they can be served by 
outside storeB they will come to you. 
We know that you can serve them as 
well. The great problem 1 b. however, 
that they do not believe, and lu some 
cases experience bears it out, that you 
can serve them as cheaply. If you get

FOR EQUAL SUFFRAGE TWENTY-FOUR GRADUATES 

Interesting Meetings Held by the Newtcn Commencement Eiercises Held Tkls Week 
Association *1 Lasell 


On the evening of Wednesday 
28th, tin open meeting was held at 
Bray Hall, Newton Centre, under the 
auspices of the Newton Equal Fran- 
chise Association, at which Represen- 
tative Thomas W. White slated frank- 
ly his personal reasons for opposing 
the Constitutional Ampndment in fa- 
vor of Woman Suffrage at the State 
House during the present session. 

Mr. White declared himself an op- 
ponent of the measure— but also ex- 
pressed himself as being open to con- 
viction when, In his opinion, any con- 
siderable majority of women should 
give evidence of demanding the bal- 
lot. 

The case in favor of Equal Suffrage 
was then presented by Mrs. Theresa A. 
Crowley, Chairman of the Legislative 
Committee of the MaesacluisettB Equal 
Suffrage Association. 

Mrs. Crowley, who is a successful 
attorney in active practice, outlined 
the case In favor of women's voting, 
and presented with clarity and com- 
prehension the legal and constitution- 
al arguments In behalf of such legis- 
lation. At the close of her speech, a 
general discussion followed. In which 
both speakers nnd many of the audi- 
ence participated, and keen Interest 
In the subject under debate waB mani- 
fest. 

In reply to a question by Mr. White. 
Mrs. Henry W. Plnkham, who has re- 
cently settled In Boston, having pre- 
viously lived in Denver, spoke at some 
length describing the experience of 
women in Colorado os voters. She 
laid stress upon the favorable influ- 
ence exerted by women In the fram- 
ing of pcotectlve and progressive 
measures relating to women and chil- 
dren. 

The meeting was very well attended. 
Mrs. William L. Garrison. Jr„ acted as 
presiding officer. 

An out-door meeting was held on 
Friday, June 6th, on the grounds of 
Mrs. Lorenz F. Muther of Newton Cen- 
tre, at which Mrs. Maud Wood Park 
wns the principal speaker. Mrs. Park, 
who has journeyed around the world 
to observe nnd study the conditions of 
women in various climes and coun- 
tries, told of her Impressions and the 
Inferences which she drew In favor 
of the social advantage of granting 
women the protection nnd power of 
the ballot. She dwelt at some length 
upon the subjects of the social evil, 
criminal offences against minors, and 
the curse of child labor. Mrs. Park 
makes her appeal not only with rare 
distinction and charm as a speaker, but 
conveys the Impression and conviction 
which first-hand observation and per- 
sonal experience and research alone 
can produce.

At the beginning of the season of 
1912-1913 the following outline was 
adopted by the MubIc Department as 
the plan of work to be followed dur- 
ing the year: 

I. — To interest clubs in the work of 
this Department. 

II. — To present a uniform plan of 
music study which Bhould develop 
more real musical appreciation among 
women. This appreciation to be de- 
veloped through a study of folk music. 

III. — To get a workable knowledge 
of music Btudy already attempted In 
various clube. 

IV. — To create a desire in women to 
Improve the quality of the speaking 
voice. 

V. — To emphasize at all times the 
courtesy of the "absolute silence” 
usually requested (and so frequently 
abuBed) during a musical perform- 
ance. 

VI. — To further the plan of united 
choral work among club members, the 
same to be called a "Federated Chor- 
us,” and to sing at some Federation 
meeting. 

VII. — To be of musical service to 
•tubs,— 

(a) By developing Outline for 
Course of MubIc Study. 

(b) By suggesting other lines of 
study. 

(C) By suggesting or arranging 
musical talent for club meet- 
ings upon request. 

This plan includes all the ambitions 
of thiB Department, and the year’s 
work may properly be judged by the 
success of our efforts In this direction. 
Department members have given nu- 
merous musical afternoons to clubs, 
and the outline for course of Btudy has 
been developed as well. 

Plans were practically completed 
for the first appearance of a Federa- 
tion Chorus, which should sing at one 
it the sessions of this meeting, under 
the direction of Mrs. Martha Dana 
Shepard. The foundation for this 
chorus 1 b already laid, and the out- 
look for success in this line so prom- 
ising. It has seemed advisable to post- 
pone the appearance of the Federated 
Chorus, and plan more definite work 
for another season 

Last year a circular letter was sent 
out asking for club interest and co- 
operation. In November, 1912, a sec- 
ond letter was Bent, again assuring 
the clubB of our interest in their music 
work, alBo suggesting that music be 
made special subject rather than a 
secondary one. In March, 1913, a 
third letter followed, again emphasiz- 
ing the need of more music study. 
Announcements and suggestions for 
furthering thiB plan were given. So 
many requests for further information 
lave been received, there is every rea- 
son to believe some benefit Is derived 
from these circular letters. 

In the replies which have so far 
been received, the real musical situa- 
tion, not only of clubs, but of Massa- 
chusetts, is revealed. Music forms 
the background In most club pro- 
grams. At least, music Is generally 
Interwoven with the subject of the 
day. But In most Instances, these re- 
plies reveal the fact that the real, 
deep significance of music in life’s 
program Is overlooked. Music has 
too long been side-tracked as an ‘'ac- 
cessory." In club work It has been 
used too much as u "filler in.” It Is 
true (and much to the credit of the 
clubs so engaged), that u real musi- 
cal development has been forwarded 
and encouraged by some clubB — but 
the majority have failed to sense the 
importance and the fitness of music 
in club life. In each Individual life, 
und in the welfare of our country. 
Music Is a serious thing, and should 
no longer be considered us only amus- 
ing und entertaining. It Is a fact of 
paramount Importance, that music fits 
into the spirit of everything. And of 
wimt other art can tills be said It 
is the natural expression of our feel- 
ings, and nothing else can prove so 
inspiring, so restful, bo alluring and 
so satisfying to the majority. From 
time Immemorial, the human heart 
has expressed itself through song. 


It Is said lhat the “man who sings 
at his work” does not exist In Am- 
erica today. Men are too busy to sing 
Without a song In the heart no work 
can rightly be accomplished. And it 
is time that the American people, as 
Individuals — not as musicians — accept 
this fact. As Massachusetts women we 
recognize the advantages of living 
near so musical a centre ns Roston; 
but In spite of this privilege, we put 
far. far behind us the need of a bet 
ter understanding of music to appreci- 
ate these opportunities. 

There Is today, all over our land. ■ 
gradual awakening to the needs of a 
more thoughtful attitude toward 
music. It is not necessary for us to 
be musicians to take music seriously, 
and to realize what It means in life. 
Sometimes musicians fall to appreci- 
ate music In the larger sense. What 
so quickly stimulates . the heart In 
the time or joy as song? What so 
deeply touches the heart In sorrow 
as song? And ‘that which applies it- 
self so readily to the individual need 
strikes just as deep a note In national 
Importance. 

And so. in persistently presenting 
the plans of this department, and In 
constantly urging you to become In 
terested In music study, it Is not that 
we may achieve glory, laud or honor, 
but that each woman In each club may 
realize the actual need of music In 
her own life. In the family life in the 
community, and so throughout the 
country. To hear music is pleasing 
to the senses; to consider music ser- 
iously. and to realize the true signifi- 
cance of it, Is to stimulate each In- 
dividual with the desire to become 
more interested in the subject of 
music, and to desire a further knowl- 
edge of it as it may apply to our 
needs. 

It Is said, "Charity begins at home." 
In our own individual temple, we 
house our valuable musical asset 
which has been abused. Before we 
attempt any outside cleaning our own 
door-step* should be swept. The very 
sweetest of all music is the human 
voice — it sometimes is made the harsh- 
est. One well modulated musical 
voice Is an incentive to another, and 
If each woman would take to heart 
her own need In this direction, the 
musical culture of this State would be 
richly endowed. And so we ask you. 
as club women, to cultivate a real de- 
sire for the study of music; put away 
the robe of indifference or antagon- 
ism, and consider yourselves as loyal 
Massachusetts women, bound to take 
the lead in advancing the growth and 
the spirit of music in America, that it 
may become and continue to be the 
necessary heart-beat and the pulBe of 
this country, that it Is In every other 
country.

The Department of Education has 
continued ItB work of last year to in- 
terest club women In Moral Educa- 
tion, Scholarship Funds, Better News- 
papers, Vocational Education, Home 
and School Associations, and has 
especially urged this year that the 
clubs work for Peace; that they be- 
come better acquainted with the 
iiiontessorl System of teaching; that 
they visit and Interest themselves In 
me improvement of the Moving Pic- 
ture Theatre, and that every club have 
a committee to visit the schools. 

As the whole American educational 
world has been regarding the Montes- 
sori System as likely to modify Ameri- 
can elementary schools to a marked 
degree, the committee urge that wo- 
men become acquainted with this 
method of teaching and the materials 
UBed. 

The annual questions sent to the 
clubs were more fully answered than 
last year. Nearly every club Is doing 
some educational work. Forty clubs 
are doing the most necessary work of 
awakening public sentiment for 
Moral Education, und report more in- 
terest shown than last year. Twenty- 
one clubs report lectures on Voca- 
! tional Education. 

The question of the Moving Picture 
interests thirty-three clubs. Many 
have a committee who visit the the- 
atres often exerciaiug a censorship. 
Managers of these theatres are glad of 
club co-operation, and have been will- 
ing to suppress objectionable films. 
Nearly nil report an improvement In 
picture shows. The Monday Club of 
Weymouth has purchased the moving 
picture equipment for use ill its 
schools. 

Twenty-nine clubs have become ac- 
quainted with the Montessorl System. 

Last year only seven clubs reported 
work for Better Newspapers. This 
year nineteen have been actively en- 
gaged. Some have subscribed to those 
papers only that have taken a stand 
for clean Journalism. Others have 
written letters of approval or disap 
proval to the publishers. Some stfll 
think there Is no need of Lhis work. 
Many of the clubs publicly endorsed 
tile paper that abolished its comic 
supp lenient. 

The number of clubs maintaining a 
scholarship fund has grown this year. 
Nearly all the larger clubs ure doing 
tills splendid work, and many are sup- 
porting more than one girl. We be 
lieve that those clubs lhat are loaning 
money for a complete college or nor- 
mal school education are doing the 
most satisfactory work. 

Thirty-eight clubB report they have 
considered the subject of Peace, and 
through lectures and debates have 
aroused much Interest among the 
members. Will not every club advo 
cate the celebration of May 18th as 
Peace Day and that fitting exercises 
be held In the acbools. 

Forty clubs are workiug to bring 
parents and teachers together.*

FOOD SANITATION 

The Food Sanitation Committee haB 
endeavored the past year to awaken 
public interest among the club women 
in the condition of their food supply 
believing that In order to achieve any 
permanent good public Interest must 
be aroused along all llnea pertaining 
to thiB particular subject. According- 
ly. the subject has been divided Into 
six sections. Pure Food Laws, Milk, 
Extermination of the House Fly, Sani- 
tary Bakeries and Clean MarketB, the 
Honest Label and Food Adulterants. 
Each member of the committee has 
taken one of these subjects and made 
a special study of It. preparing herself 
to speak upon it. 

At the beginning of the season, our 
president suggested that each mem- 
ber of the committees feel the respon- 
sibility of individual work, and thiB 


seed certainly fell on fruitful Boil in 
the Food Sanitation Department, for as hostess to a State conference, and 


or allow so wasteful a tiBe of these re- 
sources that succeeding generations 
will he deprived of the benefit of them 

The conservation committee of the 
Massachusetts State Federation has 
done effective work the past year. We 
have held, however, only two confer- 
ences aB against five In 1912;. one gen- 
eral State conference Fob. 18, 1913, by 
courtesy of the West Roxbury Wo- 
man’s Club, one local conference 
March 19, 1913. at Ayer, with the Ayer 
Woman’s Club as hostess. Those con- 
ferences were well attended, and much 
interest was shown by the numerous 
questions aBked concerning practical 
work in Tree Planting, School Gar- 
dens, Municipal ForestB. etc. 

One of the pleasant features of the 
year’s work haB been the Conserva- 
tion Study ClaBB, under the able lead- 
ership of the former chairman, Mrs. 
Mary Lathrop Tucker. The meetings 
have been held monthly, and with en- 
joyment and profit to all. 

The outlook on the whole 1 b moBt 
cheering, for even in caBeB of no club 
activity In the line of conservation, 
there is now and then mention made 
of a "Children’s Day,” lecture on "Con- 
servation of Birds,” or requests have 
been sent to Washington for litera- 
ture on the Bubject. 

A club near a summer Bchool re- 
ports attendance at lectures, and dur- 
ing “Farmers’ Week,” and through the 
activity of one of lta members, was in- 
strumental in remedying the pollution 
of a stream, thereby changing a dump- 
ing ground into a spot of beauty. 

One club reports a committee for 
suppression of bog fires. This club 
is an Infant of two yearB, but acted

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the spirit of co-operation has been 
shown In attempting to make the work 
successful. Four conferences have 
been held during the season. 

And now what have the women’s 
chibs been doing to arouse interest 
where It is needed? Fifty-two clubs 
have Food Sanitation chairmen, to 
whom we look to direct the work in 
their committees. Seventy-five clubs 
report activity In different lines, many 
devoting an afternoon’s program to 
the subject. The advantages of cold 
storage and the methods of proper re- 
frigeration have been clearly shown 
by lectures by Alton E. Briggs. Seven 
report activity in the milk supply of 
their community. Twenty-five report 
interest in the fly. The Gardner Club 
distributed circulars In the schools. 
The Winchester Fortnightly Club pro- 
vided talks upon the fly In every grade 
of the public schools. Leaflets were 
given to the children to be used as 
reading lessons in school and then 
taken home, and an illustrated lecture 
was given to the older people. Sev- 
eral clubs have had Illustrated lec- 
tures. Seven report efforts made for 
bakery inspection, twelve for market 
Inspection, sixteen report an interest 
in the Honest Label. Fourteen have 
informed themselves on the Pure 
Food laws, while fourteen clubs report 
’’No Activity.” This, in many In- 
stances, 1 b owing to the fact that the 
subject of Food Sanitation is a part 
of the Home EconomlcB Department of 
the clubs. Several clubs which re- 
ported "No Activity" last year have 
given one or more meetings to the 
subject this year. 

In answer to the question which wan 
dent out, "What has been the moBt 
helpful line of work which your club 
has considered in the subject of Food 
Sanitation?” an Interesting variety 
of answers has been given. 

The Chairman of the Pure Food 
Committee of the Worcester Club 
states in her report of the exhibit held 
this year, that the “most important 
work and the one far-reaching Influ- 
ence has been the Pure Food and Do- 
mestic Science Exposition given 
March 26th-Aprll 6th, 1913. 

The committee has prepared a leaf- 
let with an outline of subjects for 
study and a bibliography for refer- 
ence which was mailed to every club 
In the State. This waa done because 
so many ask, “What shall I do, Where 
shall I begin?" and a united effort on 
the part of the club members in a 
community cannot fall to be produc- 
tive of good results. Copies of this 
outline may be secured upon applica- 
tion to the chairman. 

The Pure Food Expositions, which 
several of the clubs have held, are 
certainly the most far-reaching of any 
form of work, and we hope that more 
of the clubB will provide these during 
the coming year, 

Pure Food means good health, and 
goed health Ib worth more to the na- 
tion than all its other resources.

CONSERVATION 

The term "Conservation" as applied 
to this department first appears in the 
manual of 1911-1912. Although the 
change from Forestry to that of Con- 
servation brings to our orgunlzatlon 
the benefit or uniformity with the 
General Federation, yet, from the 
various questions received, It appears 
that the true understanding of the 
subject is not all it might be. Some 
of us thrifty ones have been practis- 
ing Conservation all our lives. Now 
our government Mae begun to bestir 
Itself and a nation’s thrift, economy, 
foresight, are themes of the hour. Out 
of the Conference of Governors held 
at Washington In 1908, grew the Na- 
tional Conservation Movement, which 
is founded on three simple proposi- 
tions: First, that all the lauds and 
waters in the United States not yet 
privately owned belong to the whole 
people; that whoever 1 b allowed by 
the people to make use of them or of 
their contents must be required to pay 
full value for what he takes; and that 
no one generation has a right to make 


has done remarkable work in the line 
of school gardens. 

Another club induced the city gov- 
ernment to increase appropriations 
for moth extermination. 

The chairman of one city club In 
Eastern Massachusetts writes, "We 
have a new City Charter. A great 
deal is now being done for the City 
Shade Trees, whose condition former- 
ly was as bad as possible.” 

While other clubs have done splen- 
did work, Fitchburg and Greenfield 
have jumped Into prominence, and 
they are mentioned by name because 
of their initiative in the matter of 
Municipal Forests. 

Conservation in all its phases Is in 
the line of woman’s work; and every- 
where we see on her part a wonder- 
ful awakening to a sense of responsi- 
bility.

BUREAU OF INFORMATION 


Reduction Sale 


From the many letters received by 
the Bureau of Information during the 
past club season, It is proved that the 
bureau has become a recognized 
Bource of helpful activity. A large 
percentage of the questions asked in 
these communications has been such 
as would come entirely outside the 
work of any of the regular depart- 
ments of the Federation. 

The Constitution and By-Laws 
Guide, which was drawn up the latter 
part of the club Beason of 1911 and 
1912, has been revised during the pres- 
ent season and made to Include sev- 
eral points which have proved of value 
in different clubs. It Is the Intention 
of the bureau to keep this By-laws 
Guide open to revision, and to embody 
therein from time to time valuable 
constitutional points that may come 
to notice. 

This Guide has been called for many 
times, and the Bureau haB reason to 
believe that It haB offered many sug- 
gestions to new clubs and to older 
ones that have had revision under con- 
sideration. CopleB are prepared for 
use by the clubs. 

From year books which have been 
received, programs and interesting 
duta have been collected which may 
he loaned for reference and sugges- 
tion. 

The scholarships increase each year, 
and the Bureau through answers re- 
ceived to annual questions Bent out, 
has detailed Information regarding 
the carrying on of these BcholarshlpB, 

Again the department calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the Bureau has 
in its poHBeBsion outline studies of 
twenty different countries. These are 
at the disposal of club study classes 
— all that iB usked In return being that 
they be returned for benefit of others. 

To the Beventy-one clubB from 
whom responses came, the depart- 
ment Is exceedingly grateful. It feelB, 
however, that out of the two hundred 
und fifty organizations in the State 
Federation that tills must mean that 
there is a large number of clubs that 
have not yet become imbued with the 
Federation Idea of doing what one 
can, no matter how small, for the good 
of the whole. 

To the clubs und individual club 
members who have assisted this par- 
ticular department of Federation work 
during the year, the members wish to 
express their deep appreciation. By 
your assistance, “Vou have enabled us 
to lend a helping hand to others. To 
those who think that they have nothing 
to offer that is worth while, may we 
ask that during the coming year you 
muke careful notes of things that have 
given you pleasure or measures that 
have proved helpful to you, so that 
when the questions come to your club 
another year, we may nave two hun 
dred und fift^ helpful responses in 
stead of seventy-one. It is not that 
we need the knowledge of some one 
great thing, but that in oyr clubs as 
in life In general. It Is the accumula- 
tion of small things that brings about 
the results desired.

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During the past year the Home 
Economics Department has continued 
the work of the previous committee, 
because we felt that the ideas em- 
bodied were fundamental, and we 
wished to obtain the cumulative ef- 
fect which comes from continued ef- 
fort. This committee has endeavored 
to stimulate greater interest by en- 
couraging and assisting clubs not hav- 
ing Home Economica Departments to 
organize them, and by urging all clubs 
to pursue systematic courses of study 
and to have at least one good lecture 
in each year’s program on a topic 
connected with this subject. To the 
work of the last year has been added 
the Btudy of textiles. Forty lectures 
hffve been reported, and Beveral clubs 
have formed classes which have fol- 
lowed the “Outline on Textiles” pre- 
pared by Helen Louise Johnson and 
sent out by this department. Other 
clubs have planned to take up this 
work next year. Various other sub- 
jects have been considered during the 
year. Food heading the list, closely 
followed by the Economics of Spend- 
ing, and Household Management. 

Our committee has met once each 
month, and the meetings have been 
devoted in part to study. We have 
had a course of six lectures In textiles, 
which Included oratory work In test- 
ing for adulterations. The chairman 
and members of the committee have 
given talks before clubs on topics deal- 
ing with home economics whenever It 
was found possible to comply with 
such requests. 

If there were time, I Bhould like to 
speak of the activities of the various 
clubs, and of the growing desire on 
the part or club women to learn the 
scientific principles of home-making, 
or in other wordB, the art of right liv- 
ing. 

Outlines and suggestions for next 
year’s work have been sent to every 
club. A conference of chairmen has 
been arranged for early fall to com- 
plete the plans of work In the indi- 
vidual clubs, also a series of six talks 
to home-makers will be given during 
the winter in the lecture room of the 
Boston Public Library. Plans are un- 
der way for university extension 
courses In home economics. Realiz- 
ing that home-making is the greatest 
business in the world, and that great- 
er efficiency comes through knowl- 
edge. this committee is working with 
the hope that every club In the Fed- 
eration shall maintain an active Home 
Economics Department and shall al- 
bo exert Its Influence In favor of more 
scientific training for the home-maker 
of the future.

Court and Probation Work, Junior 
Civl^ League, Playgrounds with paid 
and trained directors. 

Many clubs have had lectures on 
civic subjects to which they have in- 
vited the puhllc. The following sub- 
Jclib have been presented: Immigra- 
tion, Smoke Nuisance, Housing Prob- 
lem. Boy Problem, Vocational Train- 
ing. Recreation Centre Work, Super- 
vised Playgrounda, Civic Opportuni- 
tlefi for Women, Improvement of 
Country Towns. 

Many cluba have cleaned up unslght- 
ly dumps, have secured cleaner and 
better lighted railroad stations and 
have hnd settees placed outside the 
walling rooms, have beautified open 
space? and prevented some scatter- 
ing of papers, etc., by having rubbish 
receptacles placed about the streets. 
Letter boxes have been lowered, side- 
walks improved, street signs and road- 
way directions have helped the travel- 
er, as have rIbo the more clearly Btated 
trolley car signs and better trolley 
service. 

Not only are clubB co-operating 
with other organizations, hut in many 
places, club members have been active 
in village improvement societies, and 
have been leaders in District Nurse 
Day Nursery, and Antl-tuberculoBls 
work and Dental Clinics. Great Is the 
need of more juvenile courts and more 
probation officers In order to better 
help boyB and girls overcome their bad 
habits. There have been made many 
untrue statements regarding the ef- 
fect of the Juvenile court, and we sug- 
gest u very careful Investigation be- 
fore believing charges against this 
work which muBt necessarily progress 
slowly. Consider thiB — In 1906, when 
a juvenile court waa established in 
Boston there were 195 complaints for 
truancy and 96 commitments, but In 
1911 there were only 19 complaints 
and 8 commitments. 

The success of the Curfew Uw, like 
every other good thing, seems to de- 
pend on the personality of those whose 
duty it is to enforce it, and perhaps in 
no way can women’s clubs accomp- 
lish more good than by developing 
public opinion to demand the enforce- 
ment of this law. 

The Junior CIvIcb League work 
progresses very slowly, yet Massachu- 
setts seems to be considered as lead- 
ing the way in this work. 

Each year sees more playgrounds 
established and the work better un- 
derstood. Never has been more clear- 
ly demonstrated the absolute neces- 
sity of trained directors on play- 
grounds than was proved in Water- 
town this last year, when the chair- 
man of the civics committee, co-oper- 
ating with others, secured a director 
and assistants who, together, made a 
tremendous bucccsh of u playground 
with an Inexpensive equipment. ThiB 
result is particularly convincing be- 1 
cause previously this very playground 
without a director had been a colossal 
failure. There is no better place to 
teach civic pride and responsibility 
than the wisely directed playground. 

Recreation Centre Work is in its 
infancy, and Its wonderful possibili- 
ties for blessing mankind can hard- 
ly be estimated. Members of a dozen 
or more clubs have been helping in 
this line of work, and we urge others 
to take on this activity which means 
amusement as well as instruction — a 
happiness in wholesome recreation 
needed by all. 

Believing “prevention is better than 
cure,” the Civics Department urges 
again teaching civics in the grades, es- 
tablishing playgrounds with paid, 
trained directors who love their, work 
enthusiastically, and recreation cen 
ires with trained leaders who are sym- 
pathetic and wise. For we believe 
that these helps, combined with the 
enforcement of the Curfew Law. 
would lessen the need of Juvenile 
courts and probation officers, and 
eventually would lessen the number 
of adult criminals. 

The number of clubs co-operating 
with other interested organizations, as 
well as with town authorities, Is 
steadily increasing, which prophecies 
even greater results in these lines of 
work than have been accomplished. 
Each club has its own peculiur prob- 
lem, its own peculiar opportunity fo 
serve its community, but all must 
realize it is within the reach of each 
club to help form public opinion and 
let each go about it with great care 
and wisdom in the endeavor to im- 
prove city or town.

riYlL SERVICE REFORM. 

All the Federation departments 
hove one underlying aim — the service 
of humanity; ull the varying aspects 
of their work have one root — right- 
eousness; and in spite of their mani- 
fold activities, the departments have 
one practical connecting link — ‘‘The 
Merit System.” 

We can see how close is the rela- 
tion between health and sanitation and 
civil reform, because any branch of 
work entrusted to public officers de- 
pends for Its efficiency upon that re- 
form. It is clear, too, that public 
morals and civil service reform are in 
large measure identical. A little 
thought will show how closely civil 
service reform Is interwoven with the 
work of each department, why is It 
then that it is the most difficult Fed- 
eration work In which to Interest 
clubs? The process of educating the 
public lu the merit Bystem Is seem- 
ingly or slow growth. 

Our department has endeavored to 
further the development of the policy] 
adopted two years ago — co-ordination j 
and co-operation between clubs and 
the departments, us these are requis- 
ite factors to carry out a concerted 
plan of work. 

The study class instituted two years 
ago, has been continued. Through the 
courtesy of the librarian, class meet 
lugs have been held at the Huston Pub- 
lic Library on the ttrst Saturday of 
each month. The average attendance 
has been 28, this number representing 
14 localities. 

The returns from the annual ques- 
tions were indeed disappointing, us re- 
plies have been received from only 
sixty-nine clubs. 

The educational side of the work is 
encouraging. Many clubB have offered 
tlu* bronze medal of the Massachusetts 
Women's Auxiliary, and others have 
offered cash prizes to the high school 
pupils writing the beBt essay on Civil 
Service Reform. The Civil Service 
Reform Committee of the Frauilug- 


hnm Women's Club has offered the 
modal for several years; last year 
there were 29 competitor*, this year 
there are 38. Increased Interest has 
been showed in the legislative side of 
the work. The department la grate- 
ful to Governor Foss for his timely 
veto of the Spanish War Veterans’ I 
Preference Bill, also to the members 1 
of the Senate who sustained the gov- , 
ernor’s veto, despite the vote of Ihe 
House to override It. 

On December 4th an Informal con- 1 
ference nnd tea waa held at the Ven- 
dome, Boston. 

Regular meetings of the department 
have been held nnd Us mem tiers have 
endeavored to dlascmlnate knowledge 
of the work wherever and whenever 
possible. 

The correspondence has materially 
Increased since last year, the rhair- 
mnn alone having sent Out 633 letters 
and postals. Much of this is on ac- 
count of the study clasR and added en- 
deavors to securd legislative measures 
affecting the Civil Service. 

At the Civil Service Reform Confer- 
ence at the Snn Francisco biennial, 
we were permitted to hear for the last 
time, one who had been Btich an inspir- 
ation to many lives and who had 
worked bo untiringly in the interest 
of Civil Service Reform. Mrs. Sarah 
Platt Decker. Her topic was the 
Possibility of Interesting Women in 
Civil Service Reform Work. “It is 
not politics with me, it Is religion,” 
she said, and then told of her ten 
years' fight to obtain the civil service 
bill for Colorado. May we as club 
women endeavor to perpetuate Mtb. 
Decker’s influence by making Civil 
Service Reform not politics, but re- 
ligion.

SETTLEMENT DEPARTMENT. 

The Settlement School maintained 
by the Massachusetts State Federation 
of Women's Clubs in the mountains of 
Tennessee, opened for the summer of 

1912 early in June. 

] The two teachers went into the 
mountains on the little new railroad 
rb far as Chilhowee, nnd then were 
transported over the mountains to the 
little teacher’s cottage in Happy Val- 
ley, their belongings and many sup- 
plies for the summer work following 
iRter In lumber teams. Both teachers 
taught in the school during the long 
mornings. The afternoons were giv- 
en to visiting the people, sewing 
classes, etc., at the cottage. Two af- 
ternoons a week they were at home 
to the people, and many were enter- 
tained in the neat, attractive little 
house. Sunday was a most strenuous 
day for the teachers, beginning with 
their own housework, then church, 
although there is only an occasional 
preacher, then Sunday School, where 
they helped in many ways. The Young 
People’s Society, which the teachers 
have organized, follows. Then home 
to prepare dinner, which is never 
through before the people begin to ar- 
rive for the afternoon sing, which is 
really a social occasion of the week. 
With the little baby organ to lead, they 
have a very happy time. Scholarships 
were obtained for two new boys who 
wont out -of their -fsolated mountain 
homes Into the big,' 'tow outer world 
to attend school at Maryville. The 
settlement work Tof the summer of 

1913 will open in June.

INDFSTRIAL AMI SCHOOL CON- 
DITION* 

The Department of Industrial and 
School Conditions lias this year issued 
its second child welfare questionnaire 
taking tip the child ut school, at work 
and at play, and the returns received 
in the first investigation have been 
tabulated. 

The answers received In reply to the 
questions sent out by our committee 
indicate that the second questionnaire 
has aroused the greater interest As 
in former years, a large number of the 
clubs have discussed in their year’s 
program eubjecis relating to Indus 
trial and social conditions, and many 
clubs have taken an active and prac- 
tical part in work done in the interest 
of child welfare. More than one club 
reports that it has not taken up our 
work because it has been impossible 
to find anyone willing to devote to It 
the time which the Investigation re- 
quires. For this rcasou the commit- 
tee thinks it wise to give in her own 
words the report of one chalnnau, who 
did the work quickly and well. 

“The President appointed a chair 
man who was interested in the subject 
and gave her full powers to choose 
her own committee. 

For the first group she chose two 
wealthy women who each took five 
seta of papers, filled out one for hqr 
own child, and placed the other four 
uinong her personal friends. 

The second group was disposed of 
in the same way, by asking two well- 
to-do friends to take five sets each 
and get the answers from her friends 

Of course the hardest group tc 
reach was the very poor. An ex-mein- 
ber of the Board of Overseers of the 
Poor took five sets, went to the homes 
where she had visited officially, and 
obtained her answers without difficul- 
ty. The chairman visited one such 
home, obtained two sets through u 
Boclal worker, ami a public school 
teacher filled out two. In a week's 
time the whole matter was finished, as 
the chairman emphasized the need of 
being prompt.” ' 

In the letter of instruction which ' 
was sent out with the second ques- 
tionnaire, we asked that the blanks 
be filled out and returned on or before 
April 15th, but we now extend that 
limit to November 16. 1913, and we 
urge that all questions be fully un- 
swered. 

The conference of this department 
was held iu Stouehaiu, January 14th 
by invitation of the Stouehaiu Wom- 
an’s Club. 

Returns have been sent in from 37 
Massachusetts towns and cities. Of 
tills number 22 report that there are 
uo ordinances wl’tti regard to street 
trades, and 6 do not answer. Doubt- 
less in many cases no ordinances are 
necessary. 

lu 14 towns there are no ordinances 
governing street play. But most of 
the tow na without- ordinances are 
small places which probably do not 
Heed them.

The conditions governing mortal- 
ity rates cannot be deducted merely 
from figures. 

It Is evident that there are very dif- 
ferent causes at work in the various 
towns, but It bIbo seemB evident that 
each town should compare lts death 
rate with those of other towns of 
similar conditions and size, to . see 
whether It is careless about the vital 
matters of sanitation and general liv- 
ing conditions. 

In regard to the number of rooms 
occupied, the upper class with a fam- 
ily of about five persons has twice the 
number of roomB of the poor family of 
over six persons. The practical bear- 
ing of this on various moral questions) 
Is not sufficiently appreciated. If the 
figure In regard to home duties, rights 
and privileges of children, and the 
teaching of economy and thrirt are 
even faintly suggestive of the truth, 
they indicate one of the gravest de- 
fects in the training of children. Sure- 
ly one would admit that by the time 1 
a child has the property sense, even 
slightly developed, or knows even 
vaguely the difference between “mine” 
and “thine,” the training In the care 
of his own property should begin. To 
use things and money without parsi- 
mony on the one side, or extravagance 
and waste on the other. Is a great 
lesson which evidently we as a nation 
have yet to learn. 

Of the younger uppei class children 
34 per cent go to the theatre and mov- 
ing picture shows; of the middle class 
27 per cent, of the poorer class 36 
per cent. Of the older upper class 
children .70 per cent; of the middle 
class 61 per cent, and of the poorer 
class 73 per cent. 

Probably the most suggestive thing 
in the returns 1 b the composite pic- 
ture of the effect of poverty. It is a 
superficial saying that no money can 
buy health and happiness. Given two 
families of equal health, education and 
ideals; force one to live on $500 a year 
and the other on $3500, and what di- 
vergencies will appear in the course 
of five or ten years? 

We are face to face here with the 
question of a living wage for about 
one-hajf of the total number of fam- 
ilies reported on. We should realize 
that less than a living wage means In 
concrete terms, sickness, weakness, an 
Involuntary lowering of Intellectual 
and moral efficiency, and in the course 


of two or three generations a race' 
stunted physically as well. 

But suppose that there Is a living! 
wage, various other points appear. The 
Tact that three-fourths of our middle 
class families have no servant, em- 
ohaslzes again the Importance of the 
schools giving training I.j domestic 
economy and sanitation. 

More serious from the moral stand- 
point Is the fact that the long hours 
of work In a large proportion of the 
middle and lower class families make 
It practically impossible to have any 
family life during the week. That vir- 
tue and love can flourish under such 
conditions is an eloquent testimony to 
the goodness of human nature. 

Finally certain points can be mad* 
with regard to the children of all 
classes. It seems evident that even 
with the extended playground move- 
ment. a large part of the children, 
from all classes, both older and young- 
er. play In the street, and It should 
raise in our minds the question wheth- 
er the school houses and grounds 
ought not to be opened for play pur- 
poses everywhere all the year round. 

Again, the large percentage of chil- 
dren over eleven who attend theatres 
and moving nicture shows, from all 
classes, ought to lead every woman's 
club to have a committee to censor 
the theatres and movies, and to pub- 
lish in the local papers the verdicts of 
this committee on the shows running 
at any given time. Such work need 
not. perhaps, be constant, but it should 
be frequent and unexpected to the 
shows. 

The committee calls attention to the 
following definite points brought out 
by the tabulation: the importance of 
the teaching of home economics, better 
housing conditions, especially with the 
I lower classes: teaching of personal 
hygiene; teaching of thrift: and some- 
thing to offset the theatre-going hab- 
its of children. 

It must be conceded that because of 
the open-armed immigration policy of 
our nation, work in behalf of the wel- 
fare of the child is a necessity. May 
the club women of Massachusetts re- 
alize the full extent of their responsi- 
bilities. their duties, their privileges, 
in bettering the conditions of life of 
these future citizens in whose hands 
will rest the destiny of our beloved 
Commonwealth.

The police notified the 
woman, nnd the following day, after 
Medical Examiner George L. West had 
performed the autopsy nt the Newton 
Hospital Morgue, she claimed the 
body, and had it shipped to Washing- 
ton for burial.

It 
is thought that this might have 
prompted him to end his life. While 
In the employ of the Navy Department, 
he was considered one of the best in- 
spectors, and was arrested charged 
with the theft of numerous naval ma- 
terial while at work.

NEWTON* FREE LIBRARY j 

Within the last ten years of library 
progress. it Imp become an established 
fnct Hint there Is much along the lines 
of poclnl work to be accomplished hy 
I he library and alts branebea. This Is 
what is known as library extension 
work. Even the smaller libraries have 
their opportunities and are seeing the 
possibility of placing before the pub- 
lic the chance for sociability along 
educational lines. 

Here in Newton wo have nine 
branches engaged In various degrees 
of literary assistance to their com- 
munities. One branch has been able 
to venture further afield than the 
others, along these lines. Tills is the 
Thompsonvllie Brnnch, opened throe 
years n^o. Being loentod in the school 
building it has been a convenient as- 
sembly-place. In fact the only one. for 
the nearby residents, especially ihc 
young people. Here n club of twenty 
boys have held weekly meetings under 
the supervision of the library assist- 
ant in charge. The meetings were at 
first held in the library room, but be- 
coming more ambitious they acquired 
a larger adjoining room. The boys 
I painted it themselves. They solicited 
and bought games and posters and 
through the kindness of a neighboring 
association, tables and other gifts have 
helped to furnish the attractive room. 
Here many of the business men of the 
Newtons have given the boys interest- 
ing. informal talks on such subjects 
0 a_"Tannlng Leather” "Manufacture 
of the Dixon Pencil,” "Publication of 
a Newspaper and Magazine," "Court 
Proceedings.” "Concrete Construc- 
tion," "The Coppersmith’s Art," "A Day 
on the Stock Exchange," "Education 
for Efficiency," "Making a Soldier," 
"The Panama Canal,” "A Trip on the 
Great l^ikes," and "The Tltnnlc Dis- 
aster.” 

Some of the boys have more than 
once spent much time reading at the 
main library preparing lectures, which 
were afterward given, illustrated with 
lantern slides owned by the library. 
This year good clean sports have been 
their goal. A baseball team has been 
organized, and n determined campaign 
for a permanent playground is afoot. 

A flower mission Is held each spring. 
All the children enter heartily to gath- 
er the many wild flowers. These are 
studied as they are brought in. The 
new ones are looked up in the books 
and their names recorded. The flow- 
ers are sent to Boston, either to a set- 
. tlement house or the Children’s Hos- 
I pttal. j 

l A reading-club for promoting the 1 
reading of non-flctlon by both boys and 
girls has been successfully carried on. 

This year a sewing club has been 
formed for the high school girls. Each 
member has made and is wearing an 
attractive dress cut and made by her- 
self. Stories of some of the best op- 
eras have been read and the operas 
afterward heard by the older girls, 
who have also studied and seen some 
of the comedies of Shakespeare. 

Thus can be seen the beginning of 
an endless chain of activities, limited 
only by the time and ability of the one 
in charge. TIiIb branch is opened but 
twice a week and on Sunday after- 
noons in the winter. It has in the 
winter months an average attendance 
of fifty. Most of these remain through 
the entire period of opening. Illus- 
trated post-cards, stereographic views.) 
picture books and primers amuse the 
younger children while as good a se- 
lection of books as can be obtained 
from the main library are at the dis- 
posal of the oth.er readers. 

We have been able to progress even 
this little way into the big field of li- 
brary extension work by having had 
the loyal support and willing help as 
it has been needed.

Mr. Richards has proved himself so 
far-sighted and efficient In his busi- 
ness judgment that we have been a 
little surprised that he bus not. real- 
ized that the loss by a universal 
charge of 5 cents In Newton and the 
abolition of transfer charge might now 
be largely returned in additional car 
fares.

If 
you practise the up-to-date way of do- 
ing; If you keep your Rtores attrac- 
tive nnd not allow them to look like 
stores of the North nnd South ends of 
Boston; if yon feature your telephone 
service; fonturo quick delivery serv- 
ice by means of bright boys on Id- 
cycles; feature house to house order 
tnklnc where that seems to he more 
desirable than the uqe of the telephone, 
you can get this business. 

It. is n great thing for every man to 
know his own city. How many of you 
business men here tonight ran tnke a 
el tv directory and mark off among the 
residents of Wnrds 1. 2 and 7 five hun- 
dred bonds of families whom you know 
personally? How many of you can 
mark off In that directory the names 
of two hundred nnd fifty women who 
do the ordering, check the accounts 
and pay the bills of Ihc households in 
this district? How many of you know 
anything about even one hundred fam- 
ilies In this section, how many chil- 
dren they have, whether they keep 
maids or not, their likes and dislikes 
in the way of food nnd service? It 
seems ns though about the only thing 
an organization of this kind is at first 
formed for 1 b to look after bad ac- 
counts, nnd It sometimes seems as 
though these organizations keep that 
thing before them as their main ob- 
ject of existence. Tf you knew more 
about Newton men. Newton women, 
Newton families, you would know 
whom to trust and for how long, with- 
out having to run. ns a prime object 
of your association, a credit checking 
system.

If there is a difference of n 
cijnt or two here or there you ought to 
be able to justify it. 

It is the personal attention that 
counts; don’t allow yourself to be 
smothered with detail. I know the 
problem of securing satisfactory em- 
ployees is sometimes a hard one, but

Holding as I do that a Representa- j 
Ive to thd General Court should be at j 
11 times ready to explain his votes In 
lie Legislature, I am very glad to an- 
swer the questions Just received from 
'ou with reference to the so-called 
though now mls-named) Washburn 
111! which I do categorically. 

1. Will you briefly explain the pur- 
iose and scope of the Bill in general? 

ThlB Is fairly well explained by the 
rlglnal title of the Bill which was— 
To change the Name, enlarge the 
lembershlp and Increase the Powers 
f the Board of Railroad CommlsBlon- 
rs.” 

2. What change In existing condl- 
ns Is made by the so-called flnan- 
l sections of the law? 

The old law provided that no bonds 
hould be Issued In excess of amount 
etually paid In for capital stock. In 
812 this law was changed to allow 
Bsiiance of bonds to twice tho amount, 
f capital stock actually paid in, but 
|rovidlng that if bonds were to be ls- 
iied In excess of amount paid In for 
apltal stock they must be mortgage 
ends and must Include In this mort- 
age all bonds and other evidences ot 
adebtednesB. payable at periods of 
!»ore than twelve months after the 
ate thereof, but no limit was placed 
n short time notes, which are now in 
xlBtence to, a very large amount on 
»e part of Borne of our rallroadB. 

The new law does not require a 
lortgage, hut doeB limit the Issue of 
onds to an amount “which, when add- 
d to the amount of all its then out- 
tandlng bonds, notes or other evl- 
ences of Indebtedness, shall not cause 
se aggregate amount of all its bonds, 
oteB and other evidences of Indebted- 
ess to exceed twice the amount of the 
apltal stock of the corporation act- 
ally paid In at the time” — thus In- 
I tiding short time notes with all other 
BdebtcdneBs. And it further provides 
*at, If a railroad should at any time 
lace a mortgage upon Its property it 
►ust Include In such mortgage "all 
ends, notes and other evidences of 
idebtedness previously Issued and 
ten outstanding on equul terms with 
ny other Indebtedness secured by 
i eta mortgage.” 

Section 16 provides that except for 
idltions to or Improvements of prop- 
rty In another State-*-"a railroad 
irporation shall not hereafter w Mi- 
nt the approval of the commission 
sue any shares of capilal stock, nor 
ny bonds, notes or other evidences ol 
idebtedness payable at periods of 
lore than twelve months after the 
ii te thereof, in exchange for or to pay 
ir shares of cubital stock, notes, 
»nds or other evidences of indebted- 
ess of any other corporation which 
re hereafter acquired or contracted 


for, but if the acquisition or holding 
of such securities by such railroad 
corporation Blmll be authorized by the 
laws of any state or country In which 
It has been Incorporated, and shall also 
be permitted by the laws of the state 
or country in which Btich other cor- 
poration has been incorporated, tho 
commission may authorize the acquisi- 
tion of Buch securities by such rail- 
road corporation, and may approve 
the issue of shares of capital stock, 
honds, notes or other evidences of In- 
debtedness by such railroad corpora- 
tion In exchange for or to pay for 
such securities: provided, that the 
commission shall find that such ac- 
quisition and the terms thereof are 
consistent with the public interest. 
The supreme judicial court or the su- 
perior court shall have jurisdiction In 
equity, upon the application of the 
commission, of the attorney general, 
of any stockholder or of any Interest- 
ed party, to enforce the provisions of 
this and the preceding section and all 
lawful orders and decisions, conditions 
or requirements of said commission 
made in pursuance thereof, A di- 
rector, treasurer or other officer or 
agent of a railroad corporation, who 
knowingly votes to authorize the Is- 
sue of, or knowingly signs, certifies or 
issues stocks or bonds contrary to the 
provisions of this or the preceding 
section, or who knowingly votes to au- 
thorize the application, or knowingly 
applies the proceeds of such stock 
or bonds contrary to the provisions of 
said sections, or who knowingly votes 
to assume or incur, or knowingly as- 
sumes or Incurs In the name or behalf 
of such corporation, any debt or liabil- 
ity except for the legitimate purposes 
of the corporation, shall be punched 
by a fine of not more than one thous- 
and dollars, or by imprisonment for 
not more than one year, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.” 

This Is a provision not incorporated 
in the lawB of any other State and will 
absolutely prohibit such financiering 
in the future ns is believed to have 
brought the N. Y„ N. H. & H. R. R. to 
the gtraltB it is now in, and is a pro- 
tection of inestimable value to all se- 
curity holders. 

3. Were theSe sections Inserted In 
the law, hs the Governor alleges, at 
the request of the railroad corpora- 
tions, and Is there any basis for the 
assertion that there was a “trade?" 

These sections were not inserted at 
the request of the railroad corpora- 
tions. 

Your committee realized that we arc 
dealing with public Bervice corpora- 
tions which must be able to finance 
their operations if they are to furnish 
the facilities required by the public 
and they as well as the Railroad Com- 
missioners, and bankers, and business 
men, were consulted, and while they 
did not readily approve of some of the 
provisions (In fact it took some days 
to convince some of them that it would 
be possible for them to comply with 
them) they undoubtedly can be said 
to have their approval; but as houee- 
ctaalrinan of the Railroad Committee 
and member of the Sub-Committee 1 
repudiate absolutely the charge that

XEW RAILROAD LAW 

(Continued from pngo 1) 

there was any "trnrla" or any thing 
which can lie so construed. 

4. Why did tlie Legislature Insist 
on passing the "financial sections" ns 
port of n genernl bill, and what good 
reasons are there for not making two 
sepnrate legislative measures of the 
proposition? 

So far as the majority of the Rail- 
road Committee was concerned they 
inserted the "financial sections" in the 
bill because they belonged there. On 
principle and precedent they are le- 
gitimately a part of the Bill and 1 
heartily agree with the Chairman of 
the Railroad Commission that they 
are the most essential part of it. 

Public Service corporations with 
mandatory powers have been In exist- 
ence but few years In any Slate, but 
in nearly all where they have been 1 
created provision has been made for fi- 
nancial control as well ns control of 
rates and facilities. The statutory 
provisions in regard to the regulation 
of bond issues are contained in the 
special acts creating the public serv- 
ice or other similar Commissions in 
New York, Maine. New Hampshire. 
Vermont. Maryland. Ohio. Kansas, In- 
diana and California. As Governor 
Hughes is understood to have had n 
large hand In drafting the law for New 
York, I wonder what sort of a "trade" 
he made with the Corporations. 

As to why we did not make two sep- 
arate Bills — I have never yet seen any 
reason advanced why w.e should have 
done so. Assertion is not argument 
and however often repeated In the col- 
umns of newspapers has little weight 
with some of us until good rensonB 
may be given. These I have never 
seen. 

5. If not already answered, explain 
the opposition of Snvings BankB and 
the Bank Commissioner to the finan- 
cial features of the Bill. 

It is true that there was opposition 
oil the part of some of our Savings 
Banks, but It Is equally true that mnny 
of our largest Banks were heartily in 
favor of the Bill and when Its full 
Import was understood there was I 
think little opposition on the part of 
any. 

It is my opinion that the opposition 
of the Bank Commissioner was due to 
lack of sufficient information, for on 
May 23, long after the Bill had been 
publicly discussed, questions were 
asked o£ him by members of Senate 
Ways and Means Committee and an- 
swers given as follows — 

Question. Isn't it true at the pres- 
ent time that the banks holding New 
Haven bonds have no protection from 
the Railroad Commission, in sd far as 
that the railroad can issue further Or 
additional bonds? 

Answer. I cannot answer that 
question. 

Question. Assuming that to be true, 
would not this Bill give more protec- 
tion to the holders of bonds? 

Answer. Not having studied the 
railroad statutes. I would not want 
to answer that question offhand. 

As against the present Bank Com- 
missioner. we have the opinion of Ex- 
Bank Commissioner Chapin as fol- 
lows: — “Savings Banks buy such 
bonds (they cannot hold stocksl to 
hold until due and not to sell, so that 
I their main interest is to see the rail- 
* road properties made so valuable by 
giving the best service at the minimum 
cost that they can command the high- 
est credit. In the present situation 
they cannot meet the public demands 
without modified legislation. Four 
legislatures have recognized the prob- 
lem but have not furnished the rem- 
edy. I believe the proposed sections 
will benefit the property of the rail- 
roads so that their securities held by 
Savings Banks will be more valuable 
than they are today." 

As to the provision of Section 16 j 
above referred to we have the opinion 
or Ex-Chairman of Railroad Commis- 
sioners, Jas. F. Jackson as follows: — 

"I cannot endorse too highly the 
amendment which will compel the 
railroad management hereafter lo sub- 
mit to the board of railroad commis- 
sioners for approval all Issues of 
stock and bonds which it proposes to 
make for general corporate purposes. 
This carries Into effect the suggestion 
mode by the Supreme Judicial Court 
as to the extent to which state regula- 
tion cun be carried." 

I have tried to answer your ques- 
tions as briefly as possible. I trust I 
have answered them Intelligently. 
There is much more could be said, but 
space will not permit.

To acquaint tho public with Borne of 
the Library’s little-known possessions 
It may bo well briefly to describe two 
which are unusual in the matter of 
illustration. 

“Moths and Butterflies of the United 
States East of the Rocky Mountains” is 
by Sherman F. Denton, one of that 
Wellesley family which has done so 
much to arouse enthusiasm for nature 
knowledge In general and butterflies in 
particular. “As Nature Shows them.” 
the words at the head of the title page, 
precisely describe the beautiful man- 
ner of Illustrating the species noted. 
By u delicate process perfected by Mr. 
Denton the wing covering Is trans- 
ferred to paper, the upper and under 
surfaces of each specimen being 
shown. Thus tho illustrations are not 
pictures merely, but actuul specimens 
of grent beauty, having the color and 
sheen of the living insect. In prepar- 
ing this edition, which is of course 
limited, Mr. Denton made over fifty 
thousand transfers •from life. 

“The American Woods, exhibited by 
Actual Specimens” is a work in twelve 
parts, by Romyii B. Hough. Throe 
hundred timber trees of the United 
Stutea are identified nnd described, und 
each Bpeclcs is illustrated by an ac- 
companying card displaying three sec- 
tions of tho wood, cut in three dl{fer- 
eut planes. These sections are thin, 
translucent slice#, showing the color 
and grain of the wood and offering an 
excellent opportunity to observe and 
study our native timbers.

EDITORIAL 


The matter of acceptance of streets 
Is of considerable Interest at this time 
Judging by the debate last Monday 
night by the aldermen. It has been 
the policy of the city for many years 
to require land owners and abuttors 
who wish streets opened up and made 
public, to build them to fit certain 
specifications aB to construction and 
width, and present them to the city 
for acceptance, free of expense, other 
than that resulting from making nec- 
essary drainage connections. Where 
the abuttors are unable to get together, 
cither by reason of residence in other 
localities or by opposition to the pro- 
posed improvement, the city has oc- ; 
casionally laid the street out under the 
betterment act, and subsequently lev- 
ied assessments to reimburse itself for 
the outlay. This method Involves the 
making of an appropriation by the 
city in the first Instance, and with a 
possibility of delay in collecting as- 
sessments, by reason of apportion- 
ments for ten years. During the paBt 
two or three years, the city govern- 
ment haB acted more frequently under 
the betterment act, and at the present 
time has Involved itself in an ex- 
pense of nearly $10,000 in this direc- 
tion, an expense, which if made a di- 
rect charge to the current tax levy, as 
has been the custom in the past, is a 
heavy burden on the tax payer of the 
present year, for the betterments are 
not received until some years after 
completion of the work. 

In my opinion, the city fathers should 
move slowly In this direction, and not 
proceed under the betterment act, ex- 
cept fti such cases where there are a 
large number of abuttors, or where a 
public improvement is being blocked 
by the unreasonable attitude of one 
or more persons. The alternative, of 
course, might be to provide for paying 
the cost of laying out of new streets 
by issuing serial bonds, the better- 
ments received, paying for the bondB 
as they mature. In no case, however, 
do 1 believe that tax payers of any one 
year should pay for this clasB of work.

July 1, on the 
Teutonic from Montreal and the Ara- 
bic from Boston, for England and the 
Continent of Europe to attend the 
Sixth International Congress of Free 
and Progressive Christians and other 
Religious liberals, to be held nt ParlB, 
July 16-22. 

This Congress wns organized aL 
Boston In 1900. Its purpose is “to 
open communication with those in all 
lands who are Btrlvlng to unite pure 
religion and perfect, liberty, and to 
increase fellowship and co-operation 
among them.” It aims to bring into 
closer union for exchange of ideas, 
mutual service, and the promotion of 
their common aims the historic liberal 
churcheB, the liberal elements in all 
churches, scattered liberal congrega- 
tions. and isolated workers for reli- 
gious freedom and progress in many 
lands. Some one hundred religious 
associations In twenty-five countries 
of the world are now affiliated with 
the Congress, send official delegates 
to Its meetings, and make it the inter- 
national organ of their fraternal rela- 
tions with each other. Its congresses 
have been held at London, Amsterdam, 
Geneva. Boston and Berlin, and its 
proceedings and papers have been pub- 
lished in five volumes. 

The organizer of the meetings at 
ParlB, which will be held in the halls 
of the National Horticultural Society, 
rue de Crenelle, Is Rev. Charles W. 
Wendte, D.D., of Newton, foreign sec- 
retary or the American Unitarian As- 
sociation, who since its Inception in 
1900 has been the general secretary 
of the Congress. 

The main partv of delegates will 
leave the North Station, Boston, Mon- 
day, June 20, at 10 A. M. for Montreal, 
going on hoard the steamer the same 
night and spending a few hours in 
Quebec on Tuesday.

The party leave London for 
Paris Wednesday, the 16th, accompan- 
ied by a large company of English 
Unitarians. 

The Paris meetings will be under 
the presidency of the eminent French 
philosopher nnd member of the In- 
stitute, Professor Emile Boutroux. Pas- 
tor Charles Wagner of Paris, so well 
known os a preacher and author, is 
\ice president of the congress. There 
is a long Met of honorary vice presi- 
dents, representing many different 
nations, among whom may be men- 
tioned Professors Adolf Harnack, Paul 
Sabatier, Allan Menzies and H. 
Schmiedel, Canons Cheyne and A. L. 
Lilley, Revs. Stopford Brooke and R. 
J. Campbell, Dean Charles R. Brown, 
Professors E. C. Moore and Daniel 
Evans, Rabbi Kaufman Kohler, Claude 
Montefiore, Rabindranath Tagore, Ab- 
dul Baha and otherB. 

Eminent speakers will be heard on 
themes of vital Interest, among them 
Professor Rudolf Eucken nnd Henri 
Bergson, who are to treat of the mu- 
tual relations of philosophy and relig- 
ion; Professors Rudolf Otto of Goet- 
tingen, Count Goblet d'Alviella of 
Brussels, and several Oriental schol- 
ers, who are to discuss the question 
of a universal religion; Rev. Charles 
P. Dole, Rev. S. A. Eliot, Dr. Lee S. 
McCollester and Elmer S. Forbes of 
Boston, Rabbi Stephen S. Wise of New 
York, and Professor J. Estlin Carpen- 
ter of Oxford, on topiCB of scholarly 
and human Interest.

The following letter from Represen- 
tative Robert M. Washburn of Wor- 
cester, explains Itself: 

The Newton Graphic, 

Newton, Mass. 

Dear Sirs: 

1 have read with Interest the marked 
article In your paper which you sent 
me. It was my Intention at first sim- 
ply to digest Mr. Ellis’s letter, but I 
nave always had a feeling that the 
world would be even a drearier place 
than it is without controversy, and 
so 1 am commenting upon it with some 
freedom. Mr. Ellis and 1, so far hb I 
know, are still good personal frlenda, 
and I know that he will not take any 
exception to my writing with refer- 
ence to this matter with the same free- 
dom with which he talked upon the 
tioor of the House. The bill, if mis- 
named, is so named because many dif- 
fer with Mr. Ellis, and feel that the 
mandatory part of the bill Is of more 
importance than the Ho-called finan- 
cial sections. The bill is called “The 
Washburn Bill” for the reason, if I 
may say so modestly, that I was the 
firBt man In Massachusetts to advocate 
giving to the Railroad Commissioners 
the order power over rates and facil- 
ities as contrasted with the recom- 
mendatory power which they had hith- 
erto enjoyed. The financial sections 
1 strenuously opposed, anti for which 
I have been heatedly attacked by your 
representative, and for inconsistency. 
It did take me some time to leave these 
sections, and my cause for leaving 
them was the revelation before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
I felt it a folly to endorse the further 
and easier raising of money on the 
part of the New Haven Railroad until 
the question raised before that Com- 
mission, "Is their business manage- 
ment wise?” had been adjudicated. On 
the ground of inconsistency, Mr. Ellis 
should be one of the last men in the 
Legislature to criticise me, because the 
mandatory principle, which he now 
endorses, he opposed during the 1912 
session of the Legislature by his for- 
mal dissent to the report of the bill 
bv the committee, changing his atti- 
tude later. On the question of hm 
railroad judgment in general, be ought 
further to be slow to attack me with 
the violence that he 1ms shown, be- 
cause, as chairman of the Railroad 
committee, he endorsed the Grand 
Trunk proposition which has come to 
he recognized ns one of the most splen- 
did legislative fizzles that this State 
has seen, and to which I took excep- 
tion. I am particularly interested by 
his answer to your question, three, as 
to whether there wn« . uy basis for the 
assertion, that, with reference to this 
legislation, there was a trade between 
ihe railroads and the state. On this 
proposition r again differ with Mr. El- 
lis at the risk of again plunging him 
| into the state of mind which he showed 
when I enunciated these views upon 
the floor of the House, and a state of 
mind which I have rarely seen equalled 
in the Legislature, and I again venture 
to state what I conceive to be facts. 
It Is the legislative policy of the rail- 
road corporations, when it appears 
that, in response to the popular de- 
mand, law is to be enacted, to use the 
passage of that law as a conduit to 
carry through legislation which they 
desire. This was seen in the Grand 
Trunk bill of 1912. which Mr. Ellis 
reported. In a loosening up of the bond 
■ issues laws and making it easier for

AN APPRECIATION 

A Tender Tribute to Ihe Lale Doberl S 
Gorham 

Many, last Saturday afternoon, must 
have noted rhe coincidence of the New- 
ton High School graduation exercises 
and the funeral services of the late 
Robert S. Gorham; the happy day for 
the pupils of a school he loved and for 
which he labored and the Rad day for 
his friends and neighbors. The mayor, 
in his brief address to the graduat- 
ing cIrrb referred most feelingly and 
fittingly to Mr. Gorhnm’s great serv- 
ices to our schools as well as paying 
h beautiful tribute to his worth aw a 
man. 

hew, however, even among those 
connected with the school and few 
among his best friends, realized that 
to his suggestion and Initiative the 
school was indebted for its fine play- 
ground. that Claflln Field, the useful- 
ness of which becomes more apparen - 
year by year. 

A friend now tells, and it seems ap- 
propriate that the story should be re- 
peated here, of Mr. Gorham's asking 
him one lovely Sunday morning In 
June to forego church and walk with 
him to Newtonville. On the way. Mr. 
Gorham explained his purpose to se- 
lect a suitable parcel of land for a 
high school playground which, he 
hoped, might be purchased through 
the cooperation of public-spirited cit- 
izens. His clear vision had not only 
seen the need, but his active and effi- 
cient mind already had outlined the 
plan of action. 

Carefully all available sites were ex- 
amined that morning, choice failing 
on the present Claflln Field. He had 
but to lay the matter, in his sincere 
and convincing way, before the right 
men and the project was launched nnd 
carried to a successful conclusion. 

This Ir only one incident in many 
that might be cited to show his pub- 
lic spirit, his love for Newton, his wil- 
lingness to use his great talents for 
the good of the community. 

To one who knew West Newton, the 
gathering at the Unitarian church last 
Saturday afternoon told a story of 
bereavement and loss peculiarly touch- 
ing. The faces of men and women 
showed more than grief at the passin? 
of a dear friend, an esteemed neighbor, 
a distinguished lawyer. The sure 
counsellor, the helpful, hopeful, man 
who had guided them through difficul- 
ties, made straight the path of the 
widow, taken on his own shoulders 
the burden of the harassed business 
man, hud gone. One of the props of 
life had been removed. 

And how generous he was of his 
time, his sympathy, his wisdom, only 
those who had appealed to him, in sea- 
son and out of season, ever knew, in 
him were joined u great heart, and a 
remarkably keen, trained intellect; he 
had wisdom, as well as knowledge; n 
rare faculty for getting at the heart 
of a matter; a courage that never 
shrank from a positive position. He 
was one of those men. far too rare, 
who think honestly; integrity and a 
scorn for the devious, the sharp, the 
tricky, was bone of his bone and flesh 
of his flesh. 

Withal, his was *tlie simplest and 
sunniest of dispositions, very human, 
very lovable. A keen sense of humor 
was one of his most noticeable char- 
acteristics and he generally had a 
good and appropriate anecdote with 
which to drive home an argument. 
Even such a prosaic thing as instruc- 
tions to workers in a campaign for 
playground funds would be brightened 
by a flash of wit, ns when he headed 
such a paper with the words “Rules 
for approaching the green,”

The flies are burned on being 
purchased. RatB are valued at three 
sen a head on the mainland, hut flies 
have never been known to exist in 
such Immense masees before as tc 
acquire monetary value.

Atmoiphere In Tunnel. 

Some observations have been re 
cently made on the trairts passing un 
der the East river of the barometric 
changes taking place while passing 
from one end of the tunnel to the oth 
er. The greater the speed the great 
er and more sudden are the barome 
trie fluctuations, and naturally alBC 
the effect upon the ears. In the real 
car more marked changes were no 
ticed. On two occasions there was e 
fall of over four-tenths inch mercury 
within the space of about one second 
Such a change would seem to he sc 
slight as to be negligible, but Doctoi 
Fowler, who made the teBts, estimate* 
that a pressure of one-lialf inch mer 
cury is equivalent to one-fourth 
pound to the square Inch. — New 
York Times.

FOOD OF EUROPEAN PEASANTS 


Many Are the 8ub*tltut«a for Bread 
Eaten by Poorer Classes of 
Europe. 

In various parts of the world the 
poorer classes consume little or no 
bread, the London Globe observes. 
Baked loaves of bread are practically 
unknown in portions of southern Aus- 
tralia and Italy and throughout the 
agricultural districts or Roumanla. 

Austrians aver that In the village of 
Oberstelrmnrk, not very far from 
Vienna, bread is never Been. The staple 
food is sterz, a kind of porridge made 
from ground beechnuts, taken at 
breakfast with fresh or curdled milk, 
at dinner with broth or fried lard and 
at supper with milk. This dish is 
alBO called heiden and Is substituted 
for bread not only In the Austrian dis- 
trict mentioned hut in Carlnthia and 
other parts of the Tyrol. 

Northern Italy offers a substitute 
for bread In the form of polenta, which 
is a kind of porridge made of boiled 
grain. Polenta Is not, however, al- 
lowed to granulate like Scotch por- 
ridge or the Austrian sterz, It Is In. 
Btead boiled Into a solid pudding, 
which is cut up and portioned out with 
a string. It la eaten cold as often as 
It Ib hot and Ib In every sense an 
Italian’s daily bread. 

There is a variation of polenta call- 
ed mamaliga, the favorite food of the 
poorer classes in Roumanla. Mamaliga 
resembles polenta inasmuch as It Is 
made of boiled grain, but it Is unlike 
the former in one respect — the grains 
are not permitted to settle Into a solid 
mass, but are kept distinct after the 
fashion of oatmeal porridge. 


LEARNED CHIVALRY IN WILDS 

Men of the Frontier Spontaneous In 
Their Tribute to Woman Met In 
Casual Fashion. 

James Oliver Curwood, author of 
“The Flower of the North,” tells the 
following story about the men to be 
found In the country about Hudson 
Bay, where the Beene of his story is 
laid: 

"I waB at Prince Albert,” he says, 
“sitting on the veranda of the little 
old Windsor hotel, facing the Sas- 
katchewan. During the few days 
previous a number of factors, trap- 
pers and half-breed canoemen had 
come down from the north. One of 
these men had not been down to the 
edge of civilization for Beven years. 
Three of the otherB had not been 
down In two, and this was the annual 
trip of the other eight — for there were 
jUBt eighteen of us Bitting there togeth- 
er. 

“We were smoking and talking 
when a young woman turned up the 
narrow walk leading to the veranda. 
Immediately every voice was hushed, 
and as the woman came up the steps 
those twelve roughly clad men of the 
wilderness rose to their feet to a man, 
each holding his cap In his hand. Thus 
they stood, silent and with bowed 
heads, until the young woman had 
passed into the hotel. It was the most 
beautiful tribute to womanhood I had 
ever Been. And I, the man from civil- 
ization, was the only one who re- 
mained sitttng, with my hat still on 
my head.” — Pittsburg Chronicle-Tele- 
graph. 


Seven Daughters Enough. 

Rev. John W. Cavanaugh, president 
of Notre Dame college, tells of a 
priest who was giving a lecture on the 
evil of great wealth. In the audience 
waa a man the priest knew. The man 
was the father of Beven girls, and the 
lecturer pointed to this man as an 
example.

The man arose and said: “Father, 
I think that a man with seven daugh- 
ters is the happier. A man with a 
million dollars worries for more. A 
man. with seven daughters nevei 
does.”

bles; grains; apiculture; agriculture; 
house plants; scientific section; school 
section; tools, Instruments and appar 
utua; floral art; commercial section.

To Renovats Old Furniture. 

Collectors of old furniture who 
want to renovate It themselves are at 
a loss to know what steps to take. 
An old and dlngy-hvoking walnut table 
has been acquired perhaps. What is 
to be done with it? First of all. make 
s good strong solution of soap pow- 
der and boiling water, and with a 
scrubbing brush wash the table. When 
the wood has been well rinsed with 
clear water let It dry, and then wash 
It all over again, this time with a de- 
coction, hot as It can be borne, o! 
bran water, which beautifully softens 
the wood. Now sandpaper it, first 
with a soft duster, steeped In one part 
boiled linseed oil and one part vine- 
gar. Rub It again with a dry duster, 
and flnleh It off with chamois leather. 
Hub the piece of furniture a little with 
chamois leather every day, and the 
natural grain will show’ up beautifully 
If you like a dull finish use only one 
hand for rubbing the wood. 


Literary Blunders. 

Some of the literary blunders 
quoted by the Journal dus Debats are 
quite delightful. Thus Balzac in his 
"Cousin Pons" refers to a fan, the 
“divine masterpiece ordered from 
Watteau for Mine, de Pompadour,” 
who was only born in the year of the 
painter’s death. He also describes a 
"midnight mass” celebrated In the 
evening. Alphonse Daudet Is no less 
careless, his outstanding lapse being 
perhaps in "Tartarin," wherein he 
presents the astonished reader with 
"four thousand Arabs, laughing like 
madmen, and displaying six hundred 
thousand white teeth in the sunshine.” 
Champfleury in his "Amoureux de 
Salnt-Perlne” describes a phenomenon 
unknown to scientists In the shape ol 
a “poisoned electric wire,” while Oc- 
tave Feuillet in “Sybtlle” gravely re 
corded the existence of “two twins, 
both aged eighteen.” 


Cremetlon In England. 

According to a report by the city 
medical officer (Dr. Colllngridge) , the 
total number of cremations In the 
United Kingdom last year was 1,023 
being the highest on record. Of these 
114 were at Woking, 125 at Manches 
ter, 38 at Glasgow, 30 at Liverpool 
25 at Hull, 12 at Darlington, 13 at 
Leicester, 642 at Golder’s Green, 44 
at Birmingham, 17 at Leeds, 20 at 
Ilford, 10 at Sheffield and 13 at Brad 
ford. The first cremations took place 
in 1885, when there were three alto- 
gether. Since then the number hae 
gone on rapidly increasing. In 1909 
there were 865; In 1910, 840, and last 
year, 1023. Since cremation first re 
celved legal recognition In thlB coun 
try (1884), 9.983 cremations have 

taken place. — London Standard. 


Told of Father Taylor.

At the dedication of a new 
church at Quincy, when all the minis 
ters ‘of the neighborhood were aBslBt 
Ing, Father Taylor during his sermoD

The eccen 
trio orator won all hearts, as usual 
by bis kindly plain speaking. — The 
Outlook.

The recent report that Captair 
Smith of the Ill-fated Tltanlo had beer 
seen alive and recognized on the 
itreets of Baltimore by a fellow 
mariner, calls to mind a similar story 
Fletcher Christian, the leader in 
the famous mutiny of the Bounty 
Christian, years after he was bup 
posed to have perished on Pitcairn 
Island, was, It la aBBerted, seen and 
recognized in London by one of the 
officers of the Bounty. HlBtory — oi 
more probably In these cases, halluc 
Ination — repeats Itself.

LARGE MAP OF GETTYSBURG 

United States Geological Nil they will 
Hell, Until July 4, Topographic Map 
of Famous Battlefield nnd Vicinity 
ut Half Price. 

To meet the demand for an accurate 
map of Gettysburg and vicinity during 
the great memorial celebration which 
will be held at that historic point be- 
ginning June 29 — 60 years after the 
commencement of the terrific fight 
which sealed the fate of the hlterto 
sanguine Confederacy — the United 
States Geological Survey has combined 
four of its topographic sheets and 
printed a large map. The map covers 
about 925 square miles, including the 
Gettysburg battlefield and the adjacent 
portion of Pennsylvania as well as the 
adjoining portion of Maryland, and is 
on the ample scale of 1 mile to the 
inch. It shows accurately the size and 
shapes of the mountains and ridgeB, 
and by means of contour or elevation 
lines the exact altitudes of every hill, 
slope, valley, and pass. All the roads 
by which Lee brought his main army 
in from the West are shown, and the 
course pursued by the Army of the 
Potomac under Hooker and later under 
Meade can be readily traced. Such 
familiar bloody fighting grounds as 
Little Round Top. the Wheatfleld, and 
the Peach Orchard are shown in their 
exact topography almost as clearly as 
In a blrd’B-eye photograph, as is also 
the ground over which Pickett's divi- 
sion of 18,000 men the flower of the 
South, made its famous but futile 
charge, — a charge, however, which ac- 
complished its probable purpose of de- 
terlng Meade from following up his 
victory with a pursuit of Lee’s, shat- 
tered columns. 

Such a map would have been worth 
a thousand times Its weight in dia- 
monds to either of the commanding 
generals at the battle of Gettysburg, 
where the fate of their great armies 
and probably of the Union and the 
Confederacy hung on the issue of a day 
The surveys on which the map is 
based were made in cooperation with 
the Pennsylvania Stole Topographic • 
and Geologic Survey Commission and . 
the Geological Survey of Maryland. 
This map can be obtained from the 
United States Geological Survey. The 
regular price Is 40 cents a copy, but by 
special authority granted bv the Sec- 
retary of the Interior it will be deliv- 
ered postage free In a mailing tube 
until July 4, 1913, at 20 cents a copy.
